3) Submitted “Change Request" to U SNORT HC OM to 
cover the increased personnel numbers (36 pax (22 x 
USMC and 14 x Army)) required to address the MSC 
operator expansion request from CBP (146 to 165 
MSC sites). 



RFA #9 Preparation. CDR. 89th MP BDE has 
identified the appropriate forces to source against the 
tent construction mission at the CBP requested six 
sites along the SWB. Force structure is comprised 
of 1 x EN BN HOs (-) and 2 x EN COs. The JFLCC 
staff is coordinating for the execution of combined 
site surveys (CBP, ICE, 19th EN BN HOs (-), 
Logisticians, and potentially a USACE SME) to be 
conducted over the next two weeks IAW CBP priority 
sites.
